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Candidates pledge to 
tackle housing crisis 
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CANDIDATES fighting for a seat in Parlia¬ 
ment have pledged to help first-time buyers 
secure a home in Bridport, as the final week 
of the election campaign gets underway. 

Each of the candidates said they would take action 
to support young people who are being driven out of 
the town by the high cost of living. 

The countdown to polling day has now begun, with 
the five parliamentary candidates still scrapping to 
win voters’ support. 

And months of canvassing came to a head in Brid¬ 
port this week, as the contenders clashed over some 
of the other key election issues. 

The final hustings event of the campaign was held 
at the United Church in East Street on Monday, as the 
candidates made their case to voters. 

And housing emerged as one of the main election 
talking points for local people, after the candidates 
were quizzed on the issue. 

Liberal Democrat Ros Kayes said the existing hous¬ 
ing situation in Bridport was an “outrage”.

“We have an enormous waiting list and people are 
waiting years and years to get housing,” she said. 

“People are sleeping on other people’s floors - some 
with children - in this town. I am helping several fam¬ 
ilies in that position already and it is an outrage.” 

She said it was important to enable extra provision 
for social housing, and that local communities should 
have “full control” over planning decisions. 

Labour’s Rachel Rogers said the party would set up 
a future homes fund to ensure that one million more 
homes are built by 2020. 

She said: “We need to be working with local author¬ 
ities to try and prioritise first-time buyers from the 
local community because that’s how we keep young 
people in our communities.” 

She also said it was important to make sure renters 
are not “pushed down the hill to Skilling” because of 
high prices. ■ TURN to page 3

CLARE Davison has been principal at Kingston 
Maurward College for five years, coming to the 
role from the position of deputy. In total, she has 
been at the college for about 15 years. 

Prior to her arrival in Dorchester she led a man¬ 
agement and professional studies department 
in a Bournemouth college after teaching jobs in 
schools. 

She comes originally from the Muscliff area of 
East Dorset which, as she says, was then a small 
village, before being swallowed up by the Poole- 
Bournemouth-Christchurch conurbation. 


• WHAT are some of your earliest memories from 
your childhood? 

Probably ofThroop Mill where we fished and swam. 
There is a picture of me at home at about the age of 
two at the mill. It's a lovely place. We also used to 
cycle around the area as a child, with a group of 
friends, although I have never let my daughter do 
that. 

• HAVE you always had an interest in the coun¬ 
tryside? 

Yes, I have always has an interest in large country 
houses of the sort this [Kingston Maurward] is, and 
I've had an interest in the countryside from my fa¬ 
ther who had a smallholding. 

• WHAT attracted you to Kingston Maurward? 

It's a very special place and unique in its ways.There 
are now only 14 land-based colleges. When I first 
came into the sector there were probably 40 or 50. 

I do feel passionately about Dorset hanging on to 
its land-based college because so many have gone, 
although a number have been merged with further 
education colleges, some successfully, some less so. 

Since I have been here were have diversified along 
with the industry. It now has new facilities for animal 
sciences, horticulture and we have just got some 
money for agritech, just to mention a few. We have 
needed to be outward facing and seek to grow year 
on year and are, of course, popular as a venue for 
weddings and conferences. 

• WHAT keeps you interested in your job? 

The staff and students, who are fantastic, but of 
course this building and its grounds. I never tire of 
looking at the site and try and get out every day for 
a walk around and to chat to people. It's a busy but 
exciting job and we continue to grow year on year 
and the college has seen more students opt to come 
here. 

• WHAT sort of changes might yet be to come? 

We have to constantly innovate and one of our pri¬ 
orities is to do more in Higher Education. 

We've done particularly well with apprentices - 
over 700 last year is significant for a relatively small 
college and of course with Dorset full of small and 
medium-sized business we have great links to hun¬ 



dreds of employers across the county, and beyond. 

Most of our students do go on and get jobs. We 
want to do more Higher Education and be in the 
forefront of making it possible for people to stay 
local. 

• DO you have a favourite area or department? 

There hasn't been a single day when I don't drive 
into this beautiful campus and think"Gosh, I'm lucky 
to be working here", and when you come in on a 
spring day and you see the lambs in the field and 
you look at the gardens with all the magnolias it's 
hard not to like agriculture and horticulture. 

• IF you went back to the classroom what would 
you teach? 

I still do a bit of teaching but I would perhaps con- 
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centrate on English and maths, which is so impor¬ 
tant for everyone to have a good standard in. 

• IN your spare time, if you have any, what do you 
like to do? 

My husband and I like to cycle. On a good day we'll 
get the bikes out and sometimes go fair distances. 
One of our favourite cycle trips is to go from Wim- 
borne down to Poole on the old railway line and 
then over on the ferry and then on to Old Harry 
Rocks. It's a view which is hard to beat. 

• ANY hobbies a bit less physical? 

Reading - I do like psychological thrillers. I don't 
paint but I do like art and spend a fair amount of 
time browsing art galleries and looking at art. I'm a 
member of the Royal Academy and always go to the 
summer exhibition and am generally tempted by 
something. I love impressionist art. We've got a nice 
garden, but I can't claim to have put it together, we 
inherited it when we bought the house. It's now full 
of flowering cherries and magnolias and lots of 
shrubs, but we don't have a lot of flowers. 

• HOW do you see the years ahead for you and 
Kingston Maurward? 

I think we are well positioned to face the future and 
have the infrastructure and courses to ensure young 
people in Dorset have a real choice from us. You can 
never do these things quickly enough -1 would like 
to see us being considered a world class institution 
and I like to think we keep in touch with what the 
sector needs and how its needs are changing so we 
can always deliver what is appropriate to the next 
generation. 

Our biggest challenges are financial - we need to 
maximise our commercial activity and we will have 
to continue to remain being very efficient in all that 
we do.

Peter Barton, representing the Green Party, said 
the solution was to put controls on the private 
rented market, while ensuring young people 
achieve a “decent living wage.” 

He said: “There are 700,000 empty homes in the 
country. Many of those need investment from the 
local authority to bring them up to a habitual stan¬ 
dard so that we can provide decent homes again 
for social rent. 

“We need to support our community land trusts 
and we must have that local democratic control 
over the planning of provision.” 

Conservative Oliver Letwin, the West Dorset MP 
since 1997, said he was in favour of neighbour¬ 
hood planning, but that people would have to ac¬ 
cept the need to build more homes. 

“I don’t believe the thesis that Bridport cannot 
accommodate more homes,” he said. 

“I have been very unpopular with some people 
as I’m supporting the Vearse Farm proposals. 

“You cannot get more homes in this country in 
the abstract, you’ve got to have them practically.” 

UKIP’s David Glossop was unable to attend the 
hustings due to illness, but campaign chairman 
Graham Brant said the party would bring empty 
homes back into use and build one million homes 
on brownfield sites by 2020. 

“Priority for social housing would be given to 
those with local connections to an area,” he said. 

The ‘Right-to-buy’ and ‘Help-to-buy’ schemes 
would be restricted to British nationals, and local 
people would be given the final say on major plan¬ 
ning decisions in their area.” 

A packed church hall also heard the aspiring 
MPs’ views on a range of other topics, including 
health, defence, education, the environment and 
the economy. 

Voters will go to the polls on May 7th, with 
dozens of candidates also seeking election to rep¬ 
resent Bridport on the town and district council.

"Remember to wear sturdy shoes or 
boots, check the weather forecast before you 
go out, and never attempt to climb up or 
down cliff paths unless properly equipped and 
trained. 

"Do not attempt to climb cliffs as a short cut 
back to the top, and do not attempt a self-rescue. 
If you get into difficulty, call 9999 and askforthe 
coastguard."

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Police crackdown on rural crime 


POLICE have carried out a major two- 
day operation in an effort to crackdown 
on rural crime. 

More than 50 special constables from 
the Dorset, Wiltshire, Hampshire and 
Devon and Cornwall constabularies took 
part in the cross-border action in a bid to 
shut down countryside crime. 

Villages in the Bridport area were 
specifically targeted in a series of patrols, 
carried out during a two-day operation 
last weekend. 

The operation, led by Dorset Police’s 
Special Constabulary, involved proactive 
patrols in communities that have been 
previously been targeted by criminals for 
burglaries and rural thefts. 

Officers carried out stop checks of ve¬ 
hicles travelling in the areas and watched 
repeat offenders particularly closely. 

Special Inspector Ben Muspratt, of 
Dorset Police, said the patrol had made a 
“positive impact” to better protect rural 
communities around Bridport. 

“This is the fourth occasion that this 
type of operation has been run by the Spe¬ 
cial Constabulary and we are continuing 
to develop this operation to target rural 
crime,” he said. 

“It is very clear that this high visibility 
operation has had a positive impact on the 
community. It has demonstrated to resi¬ 
dents that all four forces are committed to 
tackling rural crime. 

“Over 1,000 person and vehicle checks 
were conducted across the South West, 
which sent out a very clear message to 
criminals that we will not tolerate such ac¬ 
tivity.” 


He added: “The Special Constabulary is 
keen to help tackle rural crime and we 
plan to carry out this operation on a regu¬ 


lar basis.” 

The force is keen to recruit as many 
people as possible to come forward and 


become Special Constables. 

The constables serve as unpaid volun¬ 
teer police officers who have the same 


powers of arrest and wear the same uni¬ 
form as regular officers, performing a 
wide range of duties.

Dementia support group launched 


A NEW support group 
is being launched in 
Bridport for people af¬ 
fected by a specific 
type of dementia. 

People who suffer 
with Lewy Body De¬ 
mentia (LBD) - a lesser- 
known form of the 
disease which num¬ 
bers around a fifth of 
all cases - and their 
carers, are encouraged 
to attend the group's 
meetings at Bridport 
Community Hospital. 

It is estimated that 
during 2015, almost 
850,000 people will re¬ 
ceive a diagnosis of de¬ 
mentia. Around 15 to 
20 per cent of these 
will be LBD cases. 

Dedicated LBD carers 
Paul Moynagh and 
Julia Matso, who are 
starting the group, say 
many LBD sufferers de¬ 
velop symptoms simi¬ 
lar to Parkinson's. 

It is vital, they say, 
that both carers and 
patients stay informed 
about new treatments 
and other forms of 
support available to 
them. 

Mr Moynagh and Mrs 
Matso said: "It has been 
our experience that 
learning how others 
personally cope signifi¬ 
cantly enhanced how 
we ourselves manage. 


"We think that a for¬ 
mal patient and carer 
mutual support group 
could let us all better 
share our knowledge." 

The group's first 


meeting takes place at 
Bridport Hospital on 
Wednesday, May 6th 
at 2:30pm, in the 
Health Education 
Room.

A PORTRAIT of a Brid- 
port military hero has 
been returned to the 
town, after its owners 
travelled halfway 
around the world to 
bring it home. 

David Hay and his 
wife Leigh made the 
journey all the way 
from Australia to re¬ 
turn the painting last 
week. 

Its subject, Major 
Henry Wyndham Fran¬ 
cis Blackburne Farrer, 
served in the Royal 
Field Artillery during 
World War One, and 
sat for the portrait just 
a month before he 
was killed in action to¬ 
wards the end of the 
conflict. 

Mr Hay picked up the 
painting at an auction 
house in Melbourne, 
and set about tracing 
the soldier's family. 

Now the portrait has 
finally been returned 
to John Farrer and Car¬ 
oline Patterson, the 
serviceman's great 
nephew and great 
niece, in Bridport.

A civic ceremony was 
held at St Mary's Parish 
Church last weekend, 
attended by Mayor 
Maggie Ray and Coun¬ 
cillors Martin Ray and 
Geoffrey Ackerman. 

Brigadier John Dean, 
President of the Brid¬ 
port branch of the 
Royal British Legion, 
was also in attendance 
at the unique cere¬ 
mony, alongside 
cadets from the Brid¬ 
port Army Cadet Force 
Detachment. 

The second son of 
the church's former 
Rector, Major Farrer 
left home at the age of 
20 to volunteer for 
armed service. 

He joined the Royal 
Field Artillery and 
served continuously in 
France and Belgium 
during the war, pick¬ 
ing up the Military 
Cross among other 
honours for his brav¬ 
ery. 


He sat for the portrait 
in September 1918-a 
month before he was 
killed by an incoming 
shell, and only two 
weeks before the 
Armistice finally 
brought the conflict to 
an end. 

A memorial to Major 
Farrer remains on the 
inside wall by the 
south door of the 
church, where the 
service was held on 
Sunday (April 19th). 

Canon Andrew 

Evans, the current Rec¬ 
tor, highlighted Major 
Farrer's "remarkable" 
service, fighting on 
the front lines in all the 
major battles of the 
war. 

He told the congre¬ 
gation that in addition 
to conspicuous brav¬ 
ery, Henry had self¬ 
lessly helped 

colleagues, often 
when he was seriously 
wounded himself.

Society's drive to inspire 
next generation of farmers 


AGRICULTURAL leaders in West Dorset are 
launching a new initiative to encourage the next 
generation of farmers to take up a career in the in¬ 
dustry. 

The Melplash Agricultural Society, which is driv¬ 
ing the ‘Discover Farming’ project, hopes to in¬ 
spire hundreds of young people to pursue a career 
in the countryside.

The classroom, which 
was donated by Dorset 
County Council, came 
from Wareham Middle 
School, which is now 
closed, but the responsi¬ 
bility of collecting and 
moving it was of the 
Melplash Society. 

Throughout the year, 

Simon and Vicky Hol¬ 
land of Washingpool 
farm will be hosting 
school visits where chil¬ 
dren will see ‘up close 
and personal’ a number 
of farm animals and ac¬ 
tivities and the Society 
will be arranging sub¬ 
sidised transport for 
these visits. 

The ‘Discover Farm¬ 
ing’ project will also 
play a major part in this 
summer’s Melplash 
Agricultural Show, 
where a new area will 
feature interactive 
demonstrations. 

Children of all ages 
will have the chance to 
try their hand at a vari¬ 
ety of ‘farm to food’ ac¬ 
tivities.

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Commemorative services to mark Dorsets'bravery at Hill 60 


THIS week sees the 100th anniversary of a 
tragic episode in World War I involving men of 
the 1st Battalion of the Dorsetshire Regiment. 

On May 1st 1915 the Dorsets were holding part of 
the front line near the Belgian town of Ypres at Hill 
60, a large spoil heap from the construction of the 


nearby railway cutting. 

It was a fine sunny day and the enemy was unusu¬ 
ally quiet until around 7.15pm when they opened a 
severe bombardment. And then, before the sentries 
could give the alarm, thick clouds of gas were shot 
out of cylinder nozzles from the German trenches. 

Company Sergeant- 
Major Ernest Shephard 
said in his diary entry for 
Saturday May 1st: “The 
scene that followed was 
heartbreaking. Men were 
caught by the fumes and 
in dreadful agony, 
coughing and vomiting 
and rolling on the 


ground.” 

Shortly after the attack, the situation 
was saved by 19-year-old Second 
Lieutenant Robin Kestell- Cornish, 
who together with the only four men 
left of his platoon of 40, fired into the 
gas cloud and stopped the advancing 
Germans. He was awarded the Mili¬ 
tary Cross for his gallantry, but many 
believed that he should have been 
awarded a Victoria Cross for his ex¬ 
traordinary courage. 

In his diary entry for the day after the 
gas attack, CSM Shephard wrote: “The 
bitterest Sunday I have known or ever 
wish to know. Hill 60 is a terrible sight. 

Hundreds of bodies all 
over the place terribly 
mutilated, a large 
number of our own 
men, and larger num¬ 
ber of Hun .” 

As a result of the 
gas attack, the Battal¬ 
ion suffered over 300 
casualties, of which 
some 150 were killed. One of these 
was 21-year-old Private Alexander 
William (Will) Sanders of Shipton 
Gorge. He was a keen bellringer at 
the parish church and had joined in 
the ringing on the last Sunday he was 
in England before joining the British 
Expeditionary Force. 

The moving story of the death of 
Will Sanders and so many of his 
comrades at Hill 60 reminds us of the 
great debt of gratitude we all owe to 
those who fought for our country in 
the First World War. 

On Friday, May 1st, members of the 
Dorset County Association of Church 


Bellringers will com¬ 
memorate the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the death of 
Private Sanders by ring¬ 
ing a full peal of the six 
bells at St Martin’s 
Church, Shipton Gorge, 
where he was a member 
of the bellringing team. 

His great-niece, Bar¬ 
bara Montgomery, will 
be present as the sacri¬ 
fice made by Private 
Sanders and his com¬ 
rades is remembered. 

I hope that many peo¬ 
ple who wish to honour 
the memory of these gal¬ 
lant Dorsetshire soldiers 
will come to St Martin’s 
during the morning to 
pay their respects. 

The ringing will start at 
9.30am and continue for 
several hours, and light 
refreshments will be 
available in the church. A further Remembrance serv¬ 
ice will be held at the church on Saturday May 2nd 
at 11am. 

The Keep Military Museum in Dorchester contains 
a collection of artefacts, weapons, uniforms and 
medals, covering over 200 years of history, on display 
over four floors. 

Research staff are available to help families who 
wish to learn about ancestors who served in the two 
county regiments.

Lucky escape after 
crash at blackspot 


TWO drivers escaped with minor in¬ 
juries after another crash at one of 
Bridport's most infamous accident 
blackspots. 

Emergency services rushed to the 
A35 at Miles Cross, just outside Brid- 
port, where two cars had collided at 
the junction. 

One of the drivers had to be cut free 
from the vehicle after becoming "se¬ 
verely trapped" as a result of the 
crash. 

Police, fire and ambulance person¬ 
nel were all on the scene just after 
12noon last Monday, April 20th. 

Crews worked quickly to cut one of 
the drivers free, after the collision left 
her trapped. 

A team from the Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service used hydraulic equip¬ 
ment to cut through the roof of the 
vehicle and remove the woman. 

Both motorists were eventually re¬ 
moved from the area and transferred 
to hospital, but neither suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

A spokesperson for the South West¬ 
ern Ambulance Service confirmed

last week that both drivers involved 
had suffered only "minor" injuries, 
having been assessed at Dorset 
County Hospital in Dorchester. 

One of the vehicles was registered 
to a man from Axminster, while the 
second was to a Swindon company. 

The road was closed to eastbound 
traffic until around 1.30pm, causing 
delays for traffic heading towards 
Bridport from Lyme Regis. 

Despite the lucky escape, the latest 
incident at Miles Cross is likely to 
reignite calls for a redesign of the 
junction. 

There have been 10 fatal accidents 
and two other serious incidents at 
the accident blackspot since 1998. 

Councillors have previously raised 
concerns about the potential 
increase in traffic through the junc¬ 
tion, should the controversial Vearse 
Farm development be given the go- 
ahead.

Police hunt continues 
for golf club burglar

He forced his victim to re-open the club and 
raided it for cash, before tying him up and fleeing 
the scene. 

Fortunately the staff member was not injured dur¬ 
ing the incident and was able to alert friends before 
informing the police. 

He is now helping officers with their enquiries as

Car catches fire outside West Bay hotel

ALMOST 94 per cent of families have secured a 
place for their child at their first choice primary 
school, county council chiefs have confirmed. 

The vast majority of children were offered a spot 
in their preferred school, despite a sharp increase 
in the number of applications this year. 

Dorset County Council, which manages the 
school admissions process, received more than 
5,400 applications to infant, junior, primary, first 
and middle schools - a 3.7 per cent rise on last 
year. 

But overall, 93.5 per cent of applicants were still 
offered a place at their first choice of school, with 
four per cent securing their reserve choice and less

than one in a hundred left to their third option. 

Anne Salter, the council’s head of strategy, part¬ 
nerships and performance for children’s services, 
said she was “delighted” with the outcome for par¬ 
ents across the county. 

She said the demand for places was an indication 
of the high standards many of the county’s schools 
are hitting. 

“This is a positive reflection on the number of 
good and outstanding schools in Dorset and is a 


great start for many young children and their fami¬ 
lies taking their first steps into education”, she said. 

“We work very hard with families to accommo¬ 
date parental choice, but also recognise the impor¬ 
tance of children going to local schools.” 

The county council has also seen a significant 
number of parents using the online application sys¬ 
tem, with 86 per cent using the paper-free form 
through the authority’s website.

BUSBY'S April Fine Art Sale offered a very diverse range 
of lots attracting both national and international inter¬ 
est. Highlights from the strong silver section included 
a Victorian silver part canteen, by Chawner & Co., Lon¬ 
don 1878 which realised £2,700. Greatest interest in this 
section was in Lot 59, a George III silver nutmeg grater, 
by Hester Bateman, London 1790 which at only 4.5cm 
wide and an estimate of £80 to £100 made £1350. 
Coins also proved popular with a Victoria 'Gothic' 
Crown, 1847 Undecimo, bought for £860. 



A small number of buyers 
gathered to compete for a 
collection of 10 loose leaf al¬ 
bums of British Common¬ 
wealth stamps, covering 
countries from Aden to Zulu- 
land, with stamps from the
